New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 

The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name, Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is reedly owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

The swift rise in (he popularity with governments, 
at least — of the sales tax is ratlicr dramaticaiiy illustrated 
in some figures offered by Tax Foundation, Inc. 

Estimates are that collections from state and local 
sales levies for 1970 will top $15 billion, three times that 
of a decade ago. In 1969 the 45 states having such taxes 
coilected about $12 billion, ranging from Hawaii's per 
capita high of $175 to Wisconsin's low of $28. 

On (he local level more than 3,500 governments in 23 
states collect a t.ax on sales. Half of all cities over 300,- 
000 in population are in that category. 

Among the nation's 14 largest sales tax cities, Cali¬ 
fornia has fiv<‘, all with a 1 per cent levy. Ranked in the 
order of (he percentage of total tax revenues produced by 
the sales levy in fiscal 1968, they are: 

.San Diego: $11.7 million of total, 29.7 per cent tax 
roveniK'. 

Ivong Beach: .$7.3 million total, 26.1 per cent. 

Oakland: $9.5 million total, 25.2 per cent. 

Los Angeles: $62.3 million total, 24.2 per cent. 

San Francisco: $22.0 million total, 13.2 per cent. 

The Tax Foundation survey indicates a continuing 
trend, especially among cities, toward this form of tax.

To Readjust School Costs 


The recommendation by Governor Reagan's Com¬ 
mission on Education Reform that "a significant portion 
of school costs now borne by the local property tax" 
be shifted to the state is timely in view of recent reports 
showing California's decline in expenditures per pupil. 

The annual report of the National Education Associ¬ 
ation shows that we have, in recent years, dropped from 
6th in the nation to 21th in that category. More impor¬ 
tant to local taxpayers, the state has dropped to 30th 
among the states in the percentage contributed by the 
state toward payment of education costs. 

Actually, us the Los Angeles Times pointed out re¬ 
cently, California's per-pupil expenditure has Ixien raised 
$55 to a total of $799, That, however, is still $40 below 
the national average, which increased $66. And it com¬ 
pares rather badly with New York's $1370 per pupil. 

Another comparison with New York is not happy, 
either. Although state support hero is increasing, it still 
will b(' about 2 per cent less of the total school bill in 
the current fiscal year than in 1969-70. The federal share 
will drop .2 per cent. That means the local share will 
jump from 57.4 per cent to nearly 60 per cent, an increase 
of more than $310 million. In contrast. New York will 
take almost $120 million loss from local taxpayers than 
docs California, even though its total expenditure is some 
$800 million more. 

The Times' comment on the situation was pertinent: 

“Californians, who are justly proud of their school 
system, would not want the quality of education to 
deteriorate. Yet, at the same time, they are abundantly 
aware that local property-taxpayers cannot continue to 
shoulder an ever-increasing burden.” 


commissioned an oceanographic 
comjiany of national stature to 
monitor the offshore waters both 
before and after the plant was built. 

Result: nineteen reports, compiled 
over a seven-year period, reveal no 
significant changes in the marine 
environment. And that’s after three 
years of plant operation. 

In addition, the California State 
Department of Fish and Game made 
its own study of the same marine 
area in 1969. The Department 
concluded that the nuclear unit’s 
operation did not appear to have had 
an adverse effect on the near-shore 
marine environment. 

Based on these and other facts, we 
believe nuclear plants are a safe and 
sensible way to generate electricity. 
Clean, too. Since there’s no 
combustion in a nuclear reactor, no 
by-products of combustion are 
released into the atmosphere. 

At Edison, we plan to rely more and 
more on nuclear power to meet the 
growing need for electricity in 
the 14-county area we serve. 


The answer: so little that an 
elaborate monitoring program for 
the area surrounding the plant has 
yet to detect any additional radiation 
from operation of the plant. 

Another concern may be the warm 
water released by nuclear power 
plants. At San Onofre, sea water is 
used to cool the plant condensers, 
and then the warmed water is 
returned to the sea. 

To determine whether this harms 
the marine environment, Edison 


In Southern California, the need 
for electric generating capacity has 
more than doubled in the last ten 
years. It is anticipated that public 
needs for electricity will continue 
to increase. 

To meet this growing need, Edison 
must build additional generating 
plants now. Otherwise an electric 
generation gap could occur by 1976. 

One of the ways we plan to avoid a 
power shortage is by constructing 
additional nuclear power units at the 
San Onofre Nuclear Generating 
Station near San Clemente. Although 
now underway, the first addition will 
not be ready for commercial 
operation before 1976. 

But some people oppose construction 
of these units. One of their concerns 
is radiation. Actually, radiation is a 
natural phenomenon. Background 
radiation is everywhere and always 
has been. It comes from the food 
you eat, the air you breathe, the 
materials used to build your home. 
The San Onofre nuclear plant is 
a source of some radiation, too. The 
question is, how much additional 
radiation are people exposed to 
living near San Onofre? 


What Polarization? 


We've heard a lot lately about the political and 
socio-economic polarization of tlio population, but pei'- 
haps it isn't as bad as it sounds. 

As the San Francisco Chronicle put it in commenting 
on a recent report by the copyrighted California Poll: 

It's become a cliche of worrying pundits and sociolo¬ 
gical head-shakers to say that America is hell-bent toward 
such a polarization — which Webster defines as the 
division of groups into two opposites — but the strange, 
and perhaps comforting fact is that you can't find evi¬ 
dence of it in Mr. (Mervin D.) Field's poll results.” 

Those findings indicate that California's adult popu¬ 
lation breaks down ideologically this way: 26 per cent 
middle of the road, 24 per cent liberal, 40 per cent con¬ 
servative, and 10 per cent "don't know.” 

That this is not just a current phenomenon is indi¬ 
cated by the fact that in 1962 the breakdown was: 23 
per cent middle of the road, 27 per cent liberal, 41 per 
cent conservative and 9 per cent “don't know.” Over 
the near-decade the percentages varied surprisingly little. 

As the Chronicle commented, the fact that the Cali¬ 
fornia middle of the road group is actually stronger now, 
in the Nixon era, than it was in the Kennedy era “is 
just the opposite of what ‘polarization theory' would lead 
one to suspect.”
